STILL WAGING. 


Mik'H Damage Done by tlio 
Eastern Blizzard. 


MANY 
MARINE 
DISASTERS, 


R ailroad Communication Severed 
Between Leading: A tlan­ 
tic Cities. 
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N e w Y o r k , March 1 3 .—Most peo­ 
ple who got to business yesterday 
were unable to get home last night. 
The hotels were strained to their ut­ 
most, the stores and offices being con­ 
verted into sleeping apartments for 
the benefit of employes. 
Many girls 
were compelled to accept such quar­ 
ters. 
A majority of the theaters were 
closed last night. 
A milk famine is threatened if the 
blockade is not cleared soon. 
Last night was the worst ever ex­ 
perienced along the hanks of the Hud­ 
son and along 
Westchester shore 
sound. The mercury at 2 o’clock this 
morning at Dobbs’ Ferry on the Hud­ 
son, and Fort Chester on the sound 
marked zero. 
The gale swept with 
fearful velocity. 
Railroad traffic on Long Island is 
entirely blocked and thousands of 
men are at work digging out the 
tracks. Snow plows cannot be used 
I’re-ilent Austin Corbin ir. snowbound 
at Jamaica. 
I le left ou the train for 
Brooklyn yesterday morning. 


SAD INCIDENTS. 
George I). Barrymore, the well 
known importer and dealer in hops, at 
No. 3 Water street, was found frozen 
stitr in a snow bank on Seventh ave­ 
nue. Barrymore lived with his wife 
and family in Osobrne flats, Fifty-firs 
street and Broadway. 
He started foi 
his office down 4own yesterday. 
It is 
supposed that he became exhausted 
and dropped by the wav unnoticed. 
The body of Annie Halpin Fisher, 
aged about 30, was found lu-t nigh* 
frozen stiff in a hallway. 
BUSINESS SUSPENDED. 
The Stock Exchange will adjourn 
at noon to-day, and leave the market 
at 12 :3 0 p . m . 
Several’ persons, it is 
reported, perished in the city last 
night. Communication with Wash­ 
ington and all points south of New 
York are cut off. No surface cars are 
running. The snow is frozen so hard 
that no plows can be used, and gangs 
of men with shovels and picks are 
endeavoring to clear the roads. The 
East river is frozen hard this mor.ning 
and many Brooklynites walked across 
to New York. Few trains if any have 
readied the different terminals in 
New York and Jersey City. 


THE DEPOTS DESERTED, 
Many trains are stalled between 
stations on the New York Central. 
Officials said yesterday that forty 
trains were snowed in. Not a train 
reached the Central depot during the 
day, and most of the roads report a 
similiar condition of affairs. Passen­ 
gers suffered great discomfort. 
Ferry 
boats ate only run at long intervals. 
All eastern wires are down. 
Communication from Philadelphia 
last night said that the storm there 
was the worst in over thirty years. 
No trains are tunning. Many are 
snowbound near the city. The east- 
bound Chicago limited on the Penn­ 
sylvania U snowed-in seventeen miles 
from the city. Business is suspended. 
All telegrapti wires are down. 


MORNING SCENES. 
There Ins been only partial resump­ 
tion of traffic in this city. The elevat­ 
ed railway trains are running only at 
intervals.’ but they are wholly inade- 
ppmte for the requirements. The wind 
is still blow ing furiously and the snow 
badly drifting, being piled in many 
places six and nine feet high. 
A tenemeut house on West Forty- 
third street burned early this morn­ 
ing and many families had to run for 
their lives. Most of them were given 
shelter in a neighboring saloon. 
The 
building was entirely burned. 
The Produce, Coffee and Cotton 
Exchanges all adjourned for the day. 


ON STATEN ISLAND. 
The storm on Statén Island is very 
severe and connection 
with New 
York has been cut off since yesterday 
morning. The pilot boat Hope drag­ 
ged her anchors last night and went 
ashore on the rocks off Fort Wads- 
warth, the crew standing by her. Ves­ 
sels in the bay had a hard time, but 
no other accidents are reported. 


AFTERNOON REPORTS. 
This afternoon things assumed a 
slightly bettor aspect, but the majority 
of the business houses are either 
closed or practically so. Not a surface 
railroad company made any attempt 
to run cars. The elevated railway 
trains ran with irregularity during the 
afternoon, and, with a few sleighs, 
were the only means of conveyance. 
Broadway and other great north and 
south thoroughfares are well nigh im­ 
passable with mountains of snow, 
shoveled from the sidewalks. .The ma­ 
jority of the cross Btfeets are quag­ 
mires of soft snow from one to three 
feet deep. 


EVENING— SNOW STILL FALLING. 
At 8 o’clock this evening snow was 
still falling. No milk has been re­ 
ceived in this or neighboriug cities of 
Brooklyn and Jersey City for thirty- 
six hours, or if received cannot be 
distributed on account of the impas­ 
sable condition of the streets. No 
butchers, milkmen, groceis or other 
carts are visible. All provisions are 
delivered by hand, men flouudering 
painfullv through the drifts. 
Coal 
even is being catried in a thousand 
places by the bag, basket and bucket­ 
ful, and in the poor quarters, on the 
east side, the price is nearly doubled. 
A 
number of 
restaurants 
were 
compelled to close their doors, being 
unable to get either fuel or provisions. 
The hotels have been compelled to 
get most of their fresh meats and 
vegetables carried by hand, and some 
are arranging for relays of men to 
bring coal from the dock in bags. It 
is a laborious process for horses to 
pull a cart with half a ton of coal. 


EX PEN 8IV E TRAVELING. 
Hacks asked $30 to $50 for a com- 
itively short drive, and gangs of 
. i and men are making their own 
terms for relaying householders, im­ 
prisoned behind snow drifts. It was 


impossible to get New York papers 
to day throughout a large portion of 
Brooklyn and Jersey City. The pub 
lie schools are practically closed. 


MIDNIGHT— GETTING WORSE. 


M i d n i g h t . — The situation a t this 
hour is less promising than during 
the afternoon. 
The snow is falling 
heavily again. 
The railroads have 
made no perceptible progress toward 
the resumption of travel, and many 
forry-boats on the Hudson aud East 
rivers have stopped running, being 
unable to get coal for their furnaces. 
liejiorts are received that live pilot 
boats are ashore and full of water at 
Sandy Hook and three at Bay Ridge, 
together with a mffnbor of schooners 
and lisidng smacks in the Horse­ 
shoe, all driven ashore during last 
night’s gale. Fiiteeu pilot boats are 
now at sea and pilots ashore fear for 
their safety.

AT AMSTERDAM. 


A m s t e r d a m , N. Y., March 13.—In 
this city, the snow is nearly five feet 
deep, and in some places tho drifts 
are 12 to fifteen feet. The snow is 
still falling, aud the wind is blowing 
hard. 
AT SARATOGA. 


S a r a t o g a , March 13. — Railroad 
travel in this section is entirely sus­ 
pended. aud not a wheel has moved 
on any roads for 24 hours. Four feet 
four inches of snow have fallen, and 
the storm is still raging. For several 
hours snow has been falling, with no 
indication of its stopping.

Speeches in the Senate on 
the Silver Question.

P i t t s b u r g , March 13.—Business on 
the Pennsylvania railroad between 
this city and Philadelphia is com­ 
pletely paralyzed. No trains arrived 
from the East since last night. Every­ 
thing is blockaded with enow. 
All 
trains are now snow-bound, with lit- 
prospect of tlieir getting out for twen­ 
ty-four hours. At some places the 
snow drifted as high as six feet, and 
there are miles and miles of freight 
trains waiting to get through. The 
cold weather will be very severe on 
the trainmen and passengers, as the 
thermometer at most places is below 
zero. No mails have arrived from the 
Fast since 6 o’clock last evening, and 
it is estimated that 6,000 letters are 
snow-bound between Pittsburg and 
Philadelphia. Telegraph communica­ 
tion is still cut almost entirely off. 
There is no trouble west. 


RAISING TH E BLOCKADE. 
The first train from the east in 
nearly forty-eiuht hours arrived over 
the Pennsylvania road about mid­ 
night. The crew reported a hard ex­ 
perience. 
All along the road, trains 
are laid up unable to move on account 
of the snow blockade. It is still snow­ 
ing hard in the mountains aud the 
wind is blowing a gale. 


ADVICES FROM l’H IL A D E I’ll IA. 
Philadelphia, 
March 
13.—The 
severe storm which commenced in 
this vicinity on Sunday evening still 
rages, so far as the drifting of snow is 
concerned, and the herculean efforts 
of the i ail way officials have so far 
been fruitless in getting the various 
lines into successful operation. The 
wind lias continued to blow all day, 
and thousands of laborers, who have 
been digging at the mountains of snow 
and ice on the various lines leading 
into this city had a disheartening 
task. The loss to the commercial in­ 
terests of Philadelphia cannot be esti­ 
mated in dollars and cents, and the 
time which will be required to put 
railroad and telegraphic traffic in its 
normal condition cannot even be esti­ 
mated. The railroad traffic for the 
present is almost entirely suspended. 
No wrecks have been reported on the 
various roads to-day, but a number 
occurred 
yesterday. 
Fortunately, 
none of them weie attended with fa­ 
tal results, although several train 
hands 


RECEIVED A lN F U L IN JU RIES. 
One party of twenty-eight railroad 
men and passengers have been stuck 
in a big rift at Dudley, on the Amboy 
division, in New Jersey ? since yester­ 
day morning, and fearing that they 
were eutfering for food, one of the 
train dispatchers organized a relief 
party, taking a big four-horse team 
and sleigh, with provisions. 
They 
endeavored 
to 
force 
their 
way 
through 
the 
country 
roads, but 
their success has 
not 
yet been 
learned. 
The blockading of the 
railroads, both in this State and New 
Jersey, has cut short the supply of 
milk aud produce, and the former ar­ 
ticle cannot be purchased except in 
very small quantities in this city. 


ALONG THE COAST. 
Reports by special messenger from 
Wilmington, Dela , say that word has 
been received from Lewis that a 
number ot vessels and tugs had been 
sunk at Delaware breakwater and 
twenty-five lives lost. 
Two bodies 
have already been recovered, and it 
is believed that the loss of life along 
the coast will be terrible. 
Later reports says that one tug boat 
was sunk. The wrecking company’s 
steamer was sank, one tag and various 
sailing vessels, 23 in namber were

CAMDEN DISPATCHES. 


C a m d e n , N. J., March 13.—The city 
is cut off from railway, telegraphic 
and telephone communication with 
all points by the blizzard and but for 
the ferryboats, which s-ill make ir­ 
regular trips, would be completely 
isolated, 
The water supply is prac­ 
tically exhausted and there is grave 
danger of a conflagration sweepiug 
through the city. 


EVENTS AT ELIZABETH. 


E l i z a b e t h , N. J., March 13.—This 
city has been isolated for two days 
without telegraphic communication 
to any point. Trains on all the roads 
are snow-bouud. 
One man has been 
found in a snow drift frozen to death.

W a s h i n g t o n , March 13.—The fierce 
windstorm which struck Washington 
last Saturday night and which has 
continued uninterrupted since that 
time, shows no signs of abatement. 
The day has been cloudless, but the 
force and fierceuess of the wind kept 
indoors all except those who were 
compelled to brave it. The work done 
yesterday in the way of repairing the 
telegraph wires leading to the city 
and clearing the obstructions from 
the railroad tracks, was to a large 
extent undone by the wind of last 
night and to-day. The force of linemen 
between Philadelphia and Washington 
removed from the 
railway tracks 
seven hundred poles. 
Communica­ 
tion between this city and New York 
seems to be hopeless for the present 
at lead, and there apjiears to be no 
chance of re-establishing it as long as 
the' weather continues so severe. Tel­ 
egraph men state that the wreck of 
the lines is the worst they ever knew. 
The railroad situation is practically 
unchanged since yesterday. 


WELCOME CARS. 
Three trains arrived to-night fr m 
Philadelphia, after a long and hard 
trip. No trains have arrived from 
New York since the one which can e 
in yesterday. At the Signal Office it 
is said that the present storm is un­ 
precedented since the origin of the 
Signal Service. The temperature to 
day has been lower thun ever known 
at this season of the year.

Revenue.

W a s h i n g t o n , March 13.—In the 
Senate to-day Hale called up the 
resolution offered by him for the ap­ 
pointment of a special committee to 
examine fully into tho present con­ 
dition of the civil service in all 
brauches of the government. 
Cockrell offerer! an amendment to 
extend the inquiry to instances of per­ 
nicious partisan activity of Republi­ 
can officials since the executive order 
President Hayes of June, 1877, 
particularly in the Presidential elec­ 
tions of 1880 and 1884 
Hale said that he could not consent 
to the amendment. 
He was not, 
however, opposed to the investigation. 
He desired it, but it should go on dis­ 
tinctly by itself. 
The amendment was defeated by a 
strict party vote, yeas 24, nays 20, 
and the 
original 
resolution was 
adopted. 


TH E SILVER QUESTION. 
The Senate then proceeded to the 
consideration of Beck’s bill to provide 
for the retirement of United States 
legal tender and nationalabank notes 
of small denominations an*d t/ie issue 
of coin certificates in lieu of gold cer­ 
tificates. 
Tho bill, Mr. Beck said, had been 
ref rred to tho Finance Committee 
Rnd had been (last Tuesday) reported 
back by a bare majority. He referred 
to what he said in his speech on the 
pension bill as to Sherman’s respon­ 
sibility for the silver demonetization 
measure. In support of his state­ 
ment that that measure had lieen car­ 
ried through Congress secretly, 
he 
quoted from a speech made in tho 
House by Kelly, of Philadelphia, the 
Chairman who had charge of the bill, 
to the effect that tne bill was passed 
without any allusion in debate to the 
question 
of abandonment 
of 
the 
standard silver law, and that he, 
Kelly, did not know anything of it 
for 
18 
months 
afterwards. 
He 
also quoted from a recent speech in the 
Senate by Stewart,who was in the Sen­ 
ate in 1873 , and who, although his 
State was deeply interested in the 
question knew nothing of the bill de­ 
monetizing silver. 
He also quoted 
from a speech of Senator Allison in 
1887, in which ho declared that the 
bill of 1873 was "doctored,” and from 
a speech of Senate*. Howe's, of Wis­ 
consin, in 1887, in which he spoke of 
it as an act of guilt, compared with 
which the robbery of $200,000,000 was 
venial; also from a speech of Senator 
Ingalls in 1878, in which he spoke of it 
as "the culmination of aschemelong 
entertained by holders of the public 
debt, devised by them for the pur­ 
pose of appreciating the value of their 
investment, regardless of the ruin 
and desolation which it would incur on 
the productive classes of the nation.” 
Beck then quoted from a speech of 
Senator Voorhees’ in which he spoke 
of it as having "crawled into the stat­ 
ute book furtively and noiselessly” ; 
from a speech of Senator Coke, in 
which he said "that no greater out­ 
rage ever had been perpetrated under 
the form of law,” and from speeches 
of other Senators. He also quoted 
from the House proceedings on the oc­ 
casion of the passage of the bill regu­ 
lating the operations of the Mint. 
What he complained of, he said, and 
claimed to prove, was that the House 
never knew what was in the bill; that 
it was reported by llooper as a sub­ 
stitute for all former billa on the sub­ 
ject ; that it was avowed by Hooper 
and that it had nothiug to do with the 
coinage. 
He denounced as untrue the pre 
tense that 


s il v e r w a s d e m o n e t i z e d 
Because it was more valuable than 
gold ; but declared that it was because 
.•aptalists aud bond-owners saw’ that 
gold was becoming more and more 
valuable every day. He also charged 
that "the fraud” was consummated 
through revision of the statutes. The 
act of 1873 had not destroyed the legal 
tender principal of silver coin then in 
existence; but the revised statutes, 
(which proposed not to alter the law 
in a single syllable) came afterward 
and declared that silver coin should 
be a legal tender for not more than $5. 
was that an accident? It was true 
that whoever did it committed a pal 
pable fraud upon the country, for it 
required the Revised Statutes to de­ 
stroy the silver coinage of the country. 
The truth was that from the beginnin¡ 
of the war until now, the moneyed 
men of the country and their advo­ 
cates and supporters in Congress and 
elsewhere, had sought, first, to make 
money out of the country’s distress, 
and then at all hazards and by all 
meanB, foul aud fair, to make them­ 
selves rich at the expense of the great 
masses of the people. The demonetiza­ 
tion of silver was but one step in that 
line, a step which was in perfect ac­ 
cord with all the other steps taken, 
and the act in tbe Revised Statutes 
was another step in the same direc­ 
tion. After that was done, the next 
thing determined on was to strike 
down greenbacks (in the Resumption 
Act), to destroy them altogether and to 
leave National banks omnipotent over 
the land; and all this time the Sena­ 
tor from Ohio had been Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Finance. 


SHERMAN’S WORK OVERHAULED. 
After criticising several of Sher­ 
man’s reports and suggestions while 
Secretary of the Treasury, Beck said: 
That is one of the reasons why I 
said that while the Senator from Ohio 
might be President of the United States 
his conduct In relation to the act of 
1873 and his great financial abilities 
(excreised as they always have been in 
the interest of the money |>ower) will 
not be a record of which he ■will be 
proud when he eomes before the peo- 
.le. The bill he (Beck) had intro- 
Juced proposed to issue coin certifi­ 
cates instead of gold and silver certifi­ 
cates. This was the first great step 
for the country to take. Silver had 
its Mends among the people at large, 
but it never bed an enemy who bad 


done it so much harm as the Senate r 
fftom Ohio. 
Referring to the efforts 
of the national banks to prevent the 
coinage ef silver, be spoke of these 
banks as a failure, as no longer of 
any account, and going down every 
day. 


ATKINSON’S REI’ORT. 
As to Edward Atkinson’s report on 
tbe silver question he spoke of him as 
a doubtless able and respectable man, 
but a doctrinaire. 
Hoar reminded Beck that the pres­ 
ent administration had sent Atkinson 
to Europe. 
Mr. Beck said: 
"I know it and 
that is what I complain of. Oh, bles* 
you! there are gold men in the Dem­ 
ocratic party as well as in the Repub­ 
lican party.” 
In conclusion he said he would call 
up his bill for action at an early day 
when he would see whether the Sen­ 
ate agreed with him in thinkiug bis 
bill a step in the right direction. 


SHERMAN REPLIES. 
Sherman said that he would reply 
briefly to one or two matters of a per­ 
sonal character which the Senator felt 
justified in lagging into tho contro 
versy. The Senator’s answer to-day 
to what he (Sherman) had said when 
he last spoke on the subject, was lame 
and impotent to the last degree. How- 
had he answered it? By going to the 
record and seeiDg whether the de­ 
monetization was put through in a 
secret way ? Not at all; but by gush­ 
ing speeches made on the stump or 
in the Senate and grossly misapplying 
statements. He (Sherman ) was now 
able from the original Senate records 
to show that the bill in question had 
been openly discussed, fully consider­ 
ed and submi'ted to public opiuion in 
every form inside of Congress and 
outside. It was not a bill of his de­ 
vising. 
He had never seen it until it 
was sent to him as chairman of the 
Finance Committee by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 
It did not become 
law for three years afterwards and in 
the mean time it had been printed 13 
times and hail lieen debated over and 
over again. Tho House had insisted 
ou reducing the weight of the silver 
dollar to 384 grains, or just the exact 
equivalent of two and a half dollars, 
thus making the silver dollar practi­ 
cally a minór or subsidiary coin. 
From that time (April 1870) till the 
passage of the law of February 1873. 
that provision had stood in law, and 
had been printed over and over again 
in both Houses, and yet members of 
Congress had been quoted as saying 
that they did not know what was in 
the bill. It was in deference to

That the Senate had substituted for 
the silver coin proposed by 
the 
House, the trade dollar of 420 grains 
troy weight, and yet men here said 
that he pleaded the baby act in the 
matter. He knew what was in the 
bill, he knew that the 
original 
proposition of the House was to con­ 
vert the silver dollar into a minor 
coin, and he did not believe in that. 
He believed it better to have a coin 
according to tbe desires of the Cali­ 
fornia people, that would become the 
coin of commerce. But there was one 
thing he did not see. He did not see 
into the future. He did not see that 
the silver dollar, which was then at a 
premium of 3 per cent, over the gold 
dollar, would within fifteen years be 
worth only 70 cents. If anybody had 
told him so, he would have thought 
him crazy ; so that all that there was 
about it *was that Congress had not 
foreseen the change in the value of the 
silver dollar. When ony one, in the 
light of these facts, said that any­ 
thing was sought to be done by indi­ 
rection and secrecy, he did an injus­ 
tice to himself and to the records. As 
to the payment of tho interest of the 
United States bonds in coin, which 
Beck had found so much fault with, 
he thanked God that that had beou 
legislated for; if it had not lieen, what, 
he asked, would have become of the 
National credit without the stron; 
anchor of coin interest. Bonds woub 
have disappeared like Confederate 
bonds into thin air, 


"UNHONORED AND UNSUNG.” 
He did not want to precipitate this 
silver question. He did not care to 
discuss it. His views on the subject 
were known and wherever he could 
see his way clear (with the general 
consent of the people,and with the con­ 
sent of Colorado, Nevada and Califor­ 
nia) to take any step to deal with the 
silver question he was perfectly will­ 
ing to do it. He thought that the time 
might 
come 
when 
all 
the 
silver 
product 
of 
the 
country 
might 
be 
represented 
by 
coin 
certificates, but then it would have to 
bo bought at its market value and not 
at any artificial value. After all, what 
had his silver friends made by a forc­ 
ed attempt to get silver into circula­ 
tion. Silver had gone down steadily, 
and he would like to see it advance in 
value. Congress and the nation were 
powerful in many things, but they 
weie not powerful enough to create 
values, these had to be fixed by value 
making mercantile nations. 
The Senate then adjourned.

W a s h in g t o n , March 1 3 .—Secretary 
Fairchild to-day sent a letter to the 
Senate Finance Committee in regard 
to the Sherman bill for the investment 
of funds lor the redemption of National 
bank notes. The said bill directs the 
Secretar}' of the Treasury to invest 80 
l»er cent of the funds held by the 
Treasurer for the redemption of notes 
of National banks which have reduced 
their circulation, by purchase in the 
market of United States interest-bear­ 
ing bonds. 
Tho bill is mandatory, 
and would require the investment to 
be made immediately on its passage. 
The Secretary is further directed to sel I 
in open market so many of the said 
bonds as in his judgment shall l e 
necessary to redeem the bank notes 
as they are pretented for redemption 
when the uninvested portion of said 
fund falls below 20 per cent of the 
whole. The bill further declares that 
its purpose is to maintain in the 
treasury for such redemption, not less 
than 20 per cent and not more than 
30 per cent of the money deposited. 


F a i r c h i l d ’s c o m m e n t s . 
The Secretary discusses the ques­ 
tion raised by the bill and says: 
"After mature consideration it does 
not seem to be well to thus forcibly 
and suddenly to expand the circula­ 
ting medium when the expansion 
inevitably must be followed in a shsrt 
time and perhaps suddenly by an al­ 
most equal contraction.” This would 
in the Secretary’s judgment, promote 
only speculation not healthful to busi­ 
ness. On the whole it ¿would appear 
better that the time when this con­ 
traction takes place should be deter­ 
mined by the voluntary action of the 
banks as is now the case. 
The increased circulation authorized 
by this bill would probably not exceed 
$1,5)00,000. 
There would not bo a 
great profit in circulation at the pres­ 
ent price of bonds, even if this addi­ 
tional circulation were authorized, and 
any attempt by the banka to purchase 
many bonds would soon 


ADVANCE THEIR PRICE 
Beyond the point where circulation 
could be profitably issued upon them. 
This certainly would be the case if the 
forced governmental purchase requir­ 
ed by the earlier provisions of this 
bill were simultaneous with the bank 
purchases. 
However, the ten per 
centum increase would be to that ex­ 
tent of benefit to the banks and not 
harmful 
to 
the 
public, 
as 
it 
might compel the government to pay 
more for bonds purchased by direc­ 
tions of this bill than otherwise would 
be the case 
If the average annual 
decrease of the national bank circula­ 
tion should continue to equal that of 
the past five years, tho whole circula­ 
tion would be retired by the end of 
the fiscal year 1894. It is not impos­ 
sible, however, that this rate of de­ 
crease Bhould continue, unless the 
government purchases bonds bo high 
that it would be for tho interests of 
the 
banks 
to 
sell 
and 
retire 
from the national system. Even if 
the circulation should continue in the 
past ratio of retirement there is no 
reason to fear that its place would not 
be supplied by other forms of circu­ 
lating mediums as rapidly as in the 
past. The Secretary says that in his 
judgment to purchase bonds with the 
surplus revenue is the only immediate 
relief from the evils caused by the ac­ 
cumulation in the Treasury, but this 
relief would be only temporary. The 
repeal of the laws which levy exces­ 
sive taxation and the cause of the ac­ 
cumulation of the harmful surplus is 
the only adequate remedy.

XO STRIKE ON THE SANTA FE 


T hough o Rum or to T hat Effect 
Gains Considerable Circula­ 
tio n -M a n y Notes. 


Mr. Daniel McCool, General Mana­ 
ger of the Santa Fe System, with 
headquarters at present at San Ber­ 
nardino, was seen b y the H e ra ld’s

The H e r a l d bas re c e iv e d the fol­ 
lowing address, in the form of a cir­ 
cular letter, from the local Executive 
Committee of the National Committee 
of the National Education Association, 
dated at their headquarters, Hood 
Building, San Francisco, M arch 1, 
1888. 
To the People o f the State o f C a lifo rn ia : 
G reetin g — By your invitation, as 
expressed iu a joint resolution unani­ 
mously passed hy your Legislature at 
its last session; by invitation of the 
California State Teachers’ Association, 
unanimously extended at the session 
of 1887 ; upon the unanimous invita­ 
tion of the Boards of . Education of 
Han Francisco, Oakland and other 
cities: through the personal efforts of 
special delegates from California to 
the meeting at Topeka, K an., in 188G, 
and fo that at Chicago at 1887; nnd, 
finally, relying upon the guarantees 
as to local arrangem ents and condi­ 
tions given in writing on behalf of 
San Francisco by a committee of citi 
zons, with Mayor Pond as Chairman 
an i upon guarantees 
o h to rates of 
transportation given by the great 
transcontinental railroad lines, the 
National Educational Association of 
the United States will hold its thirty- 
first annual session at San Francisco, 
July 17th to ‘20ih, 1888. 
Over thirty years ago a few earnest, 
thoughtful, devoted men iu New Eng­ 
land handed themselves together for 
the purjiose which is still expressed 
to-day in the preamble to the consti­ 
tution, viz.: “ To elevate the character 
and advance the interests of the pro­ 
fession of teaching, and to promote 
the cause of popular education in the 
United States.” 
Because its aim was noble, its pur­ 
pose high, its adm inistration in the 
hands of disinterested and devotod 
men, and its influence always for 
good, it prospered and grew in num ­ 
bers, power and influence; uutil now 
great cities and State * compete for the 
honor of its annual meetings. 
It is incorporated under the laws of 
the District of Columbia.

For the general meetings of th e as­ 
sociation, mornings and evenings, the 
Grand Opera House has been le

and for tho departm ent meetings there 
have been leased Metropolitan Temple, 
O dd Fellows’ H all, Pioneer H all, Bnai 
B rith H all, Young M en’s Christian 
Association H all, Union Square Hall 
and Saratoga Hall. 
For the exclusive use of the recept­ 
ion committee on hotels and accom­ 
modations, and the registration com­ 
m ittee, the gentlem en's large recept­ 
ion room on the ground floor of tne 
Palace Hotel has been leased from the 
9th to the 26th of July. 
In accordance with the promise 
given by your delegation at the Chica­ 


go meeting, 100,000 copies of a bulle­ 
tin of information will be issued and 
mailed free to leading educational 
people all over the United States. It 
w ill go to press early in March. It 
will contain thirty-two pages, tho 
print on each page being six and a 
naif by nine inches. It will be bound 
by a co or lithographed in four colore. 
The work of obtaining corrected lists 
of addresses of prominent educators 
all over the United States, through 
State, Territorial und local superinten­ 
dents, and the writing of wrappers, 
has been going on actively anil r e a d ­ 
ily for several weeks.

NATIONAL SOCIETY. 


T h e A p p roach in g 
V isit 
o f Its 
m em bers to th e P a c ific C oast. 
The H erald has received the fol­ 
lowing address, in the form of a cir­ 
cular letter, from the local Executive 
Committee of the National Committee 
of tho National Education Association, 
dated at their headquarters, Hood 
Building, San Francisco, March 1 
1888. 
To the People of the Slate of C alifornia: 
G r e e t in g —By your invitation, as 
expressed iu a joint resolution unani­ 
mously passed hv your Legislature at 
its last session; by invitation of the 
California State Teachers’ Association, 
unanimously extended at the session 
of 1887 ; upon the unanimous invita­ 
tion of the Boards o f . Education of 
Han Francisco, O akland and other 
cities: through the personal efforts of 
special delegates from California to 
the meeting at Topeka, K an., in 188G, 
and fo that, at Chicago at 1887; and, 
finally, relying upon the guarantees 
as to local arrangements and condi­ 
tions given in writing on behalf of 
San Francisco by a committee of citi­ 
zens, with Mayor Pond as Chairm an, 
an i upon guarantees as to rates of 
transportation given by the great 
transcontinental railroad lines, the 
National Educational Association of 
the United States will hold its thirty- 
first annual session at San Francisco, 
July 17th to20;h, 1888. 
Over thirty years ago a few earnest, 
thoughtful, devoted men in New Eng­ 
land handed themselves together for 
the purpose which is still expressed 
to-day in the pream ble to the consti­ 
tution, v iz.: “ To elevate the character 
and advance the interests of the pro­ 
fession of teaching, ami to promote 
tho cause of popular education in the 
United States.” 
Because its aim was noble, its pur­ 
pose high, iU adm inistration in the 
hands of disinterested and devotod 
men, and its influence always for 
good, it prospered and grew in num ­ 
bers, power and influence; uutil now 
great cities and States compete for the 
honor of its annual meetings. 
It is incorporated under tho laws of 
the District of Columbia. 
It consists of a National Council of 
Education and nine departm ents, as 
follows: 
1. A departm ent of school 
superintendence. 
2. Of higher edu­ 
cation. 3. Of secondary schools. 
4. 
Of elemc ntary schools. 
5. Of kinder­ 
garten instruction. 
6. 
Of normal 
schools. 
7. Of industrial education. 
8. Of art education. 
9. Of music edu­ 
cation. 
Any person iu any way connected 
with the work of education shall be 
elig bio to membership. 
Huch per­ 
son may become a member by paying 
' $2 and signing 1 10 constitution. 
At 
the m eeting in Chicago last July 
there were enrolled over 12,500 an 
nual members, as shown by the Sec­ 
retary’s receipt stubs for m em bership 
foes. 
• 
The $2 m embership fee secures to 
each member, in addition to the 
rights and privileges of m em bership 
at a meeting, a bound copy of the 
proceedings, and all the papers read 
in general and departm ent meetings, 
expressage paid. That of the Chicago 
meeting is a bound volume of 850 
pages—quite an educational library in 
itself. 
It contains the best expres­ 
sion of the best thoughts of some of 
the brightest and best men of the 
country. 
The officers of the General Associa­ 
tion a re : 
A President, Secretary and 
Treasurer; 
twelve Vice-Presidents, 
one Director from each State, district 
and Territory represented in the asso­ 
ciation, and a Board of Trustees. 
In addition, each departm ent has 
its owu officers, consisting of a presi­ 
dent, vice-president and secretary. 
Owing to the fact th at it was liot to 
the interest of the great and powerful 
railroad combinations east of Chicago 
th a t the association should come to 
California, it was not until tho end of 
October that, through the prese neo in 
the East of Messrs. Goodman and 
Stubbs, of the Southern Pacific R ail­ 
road, and their persistent personal 
efforts, the last rem aining obstacle in 
the transportation 
m atter was re­ 
moved. 
On the 11th of November 
the national committee • met at Law­ 
rence, Kan., and officially designated 
and announced the time and place of 
m eeting to be July 17th to 20th, at 
San Francisco. 
At the same time and place there 
was also appointed a local executive 
committee for California, consisting of 
eight persons, empowered to make all 
necessary local arrangem ents for the 
m eeting, appoint sub-committees, etc. 
This committee immediately met 
and organized, and has siuce held 
regular 
meetings 
every 
Saturday 
evening. 
Sub-committees have been 
appointed as follows:

The committees are all actively at 
work. 
Commodious 
headquarters 
have been leased till the 1st of August, 
and well fitted up in the new Flood 
building, corner Fourth and M arket 
streets. A secretary and one assist­ 
a n t ore here 
regularly em ployed; 
here the various com mittees have 
desks and hold their meetings, and in 
short all business is here transacted. 
For the educational exhibit the P a­ 
vilion has been leased; a cash prize 
of $500 and a parchm ent diploma has 
been offered for the best State exhibit 
outside of California, and, in addition 
to the educational exhibit, the vari­ 
ous counties of this State, through 
their supervisors and Boards of Trade, 
have been invited by the exposition 
com m ittee, to make, with no charge 
for space, an exhibit of their produc­ 
tions. 
. 
For the general meetings of the as­ 
sociation, mornings and evenings, the 
G rand Opera House has been leased, 
and for the departm ent meetings there 
have been leased Metropolitan Temple, 
O dd Fellows’ H all, Pioneer H all, Bnai 
B rith H all, Young M en’s C hristian 
Association H all, Union Square H all 
and Saratoga' Hall. 
For the exclusive use of the recept 
ion committee on hotels and accom­ 
modations, and the registration com­ 
mittee, the gentlemen's large recept­ 
ion room on the ground floor of the 
Palace Hotel has been leased from the 
9th to the 26th of July. 
In accordance with the promise 
given by ytmr delegation at the Chica­ 


go meeting, 100,000 copies of a bulle­ 
tin of information will be issued and 
mailed free to leading educational 
people all over the United States. It 
will goto press early in March. It 
will contain thirty-two pages, the 
E 
rint on each page beinp six and a 
alf by nine inches. It will be bound 
by a co er lithographed in four colors. 
The work of obtaining corrected lists 
of addresses of prominent educators 
all over the United States, through 
State, Territorial and local superinten­ 
dents, and the writing of wrappers, 
has been going on actively and B ead­ 
ily for several weeks. 
It will require 
to make this bulletin eight tons of 
paper, aud its total cost, including 
wrapping, addressing and postage wii 1 
be about $6,000. The committee will 
¿neet this from tho pages devoted to 
advertisem ents, nearly all of which 
has already been taken. 
The excursion committee has ar­ 
ranged excursions around tho bay, 
and at greatly reduced rate s, to ail 
points of interests in this and adjoin­ 
ing States, and to Alaska aud the 
Sandwich Islands. 
The music committee is arranging 
the programme for a moaster concert, 
with a chorus of 500 trained voices 
and an orchestra of seventy-five picked 
musicians, in connection with the ex ­ 
ercises of the first, or welcoming night 
at the Pavilion. The cost of this will 
be about $2000. 
The California delegation at Chicago 
pledged to the assocition, if it would 
would come to California, a local 
membership from this coast oí 2000. 
The honor of the profession here and 
of all connected with it is involved in 
the lodemption of this pledge. 
W hat the actual attendance from 
east of the Rockies will be, can at this 
time, of course, be merely a m atter of 
conjecture and estimation. 
All the 
conditions, influences and indications 
are favorable, and give assurances of 
a very large attendance. 
The most 
wareful and conservative calculations 
place tho nuniberat from 5000 to 7000; 
and from these the fbmres vary from 
000 to 10,000. Among tho favorable 
conditions and data are : 
1. The meeting comes in tho early 
part of the tim e devoted all over the 
country to the long summer vacation. 
2. There is an arm y of over 312,000 
public school teachers in this country 
who will be enjoying this furlough, 
besides those engaged 
in private 
schools, colleges and universities. 
3. The low fares. 
A round trip 
ticket for one fare, first-class accom­ 
modations. Pullm an palace cars, stop 
over privileges both way3, choice of 
routes returning, and tickets good for 
ninety days. 
4. The general desire of people, 
everywhere, to visit California. 
5." The visits here of the Knights 
Templar aud the Grand Army of the 
Kepublic. 
(>. 
California’s renown as a royal 
hostess. 
7. The sharp competition of rail­ 
road lines East, and the widespread 
advertising by them of the meeting. 
8. The reports from the national 
officers and the State directors—the 
excursions which are organizing all 
over the country, the inquiries fot ac­ 
commodations, which even at this 
early day are pouring in upon the 
committee on hotels and accommoda­ 
tions—the a tides in the educational 
journals of the country, and the action 
had by educational bodies in the vari­ 
ous States, all indicate a veritable na­ 
tional enthusiasm. 
9. The gallant fight just made iu 
Washington to bring hero one of tho 
great national party conventions will 
aid us, as having freshly aud widely 
advertised our resources for accommo­ 
dating guests by tons of thousands. 
The great labor involved in all this 
detail of preparation is a labor of love 
on the part of those to whose hands it 
comes; the stim ulus being a genuine 
aud loyal State pride that California 
has at last received a recognition of 
her educational status, to the extent 
of having this great educational asso­ 
ciation cross the continent .to hold 
here its meeting of 1888. 
The expenses as well as the labor 
will be great, if California shall at all 
maint in the proud name she justly 
bears in all the land as a hospitable and 
generous hostess. 
W hile all cannot 
share in the labor, all can share in 
the burden of expenses. 
In due time the Finance Committee, 
composed of Hqg, Ilenry L. Dodge as 
Chairman, and sixteen other promi­ 
nent and respectable gentlemen of Sau 
Francisco, will afford the capitalists 
and business m en of that city an op­ 
portunity to show their appreciation 
of this great m eeting of many thous­ 
ands of the observing, thinking and 
talking men and women from the 
other side of the Rockies and the ben­ 
efit to California and Han Francisco to 
flow from it. 
In the m eantim e, and to m eet tho 
expenses already upon the committee 
and constantly * increasing—current 
expenses, rent, fuel, gas, stationery, 
printing, postage, expressage, tele­ 
graphing, telephone and messenger 
service, clerical 
work, 
etc.—each 
county and city superintendent in the 
State has been appointed Chairman 
of a local finance committee, himself 
to appoint tho others, from two to five 
to solicit contributions within 
his 
jurisdiction, and transm it the same as 
collected, to the Treasurer, Jam es W. 
Anderson, Superintendent of Schools, 
San Francisco. 
It is asked that the committees be 
liberally met in this call; the distinct 
understanding being that no further 
dem and will at any time be made by 
any one, for this com m ittee, upon the 
cities and counties outside of San 
Francisco. 
Let this 
contribution, 
therefore, be a liberal one, such as 
you are willing to have stand recorded 
as the ultim ate measure of your ap­ 
preciation and help in this direction. 


O r g a n I t e c l t a l . 
At the First Baptist Church this ev­ 
ening will be given an organ recital 
by Prof. John C. Dunster. of London, 
at present the organist and choir-mas­ 
ter of the above nam ed church. Prof. 
Dunster is a m usician of high repute, 
his com positions being extensively 
ustd, both in Europe and America.

A r e m a r k a b l e debate occurred in 
the Council on Monday on the subject 
of gambling. It was on the question 
of creating a detective force under the 
especial orders of the Board of Police 
Commissioners. Mr. Humphreys as­ 
serted that Chinese gambling was 
carried on extensively in this city, 
and claimed that it was impossible for 
the regular police to pat it down. 
He admitted that the present Chief 
of Police was a man of integrity, of 
experience and of great executive 
abiliiy; yet the games went on in 
spite of all he could do. We are to 
infer from this that there is some­ 
thing in the constitution of our police 
system which renders it incapable of 
successfully grappling with secret 
gambling. 
There 
is 
perhaps 
a 
great deal in 
this hint. 
When 
a 
raid 
is 
to 
be 
made 
it 
becomes necessarily 
known to a 
great many men, 
and leaks out. 
However that may be, the substan­ 
tial fact remains that no city in Cali­ 
fornia has ever successfully suppress­ 
ed Chinese gambling. It has defied 
the police of San Francisco for thirty 
years. In Sacramento, Marysville, 
Stockton and other cities,it has held its 
own against all efforts to suppress it. 
Here 
it 
has 
flourished 
under 
every administration. We know that 
there are at the present moment at 
least twenty-eight tan games in full 
blast in tl>is city. On the other hand 
there is not a single American game 
of chance now carried on in Los An­ 
geles. 
This would seem to argue 
that whilst white men’s games can 
be suppressed by the police arm 
Chinese games cannot. 
They are 
guarded by spies and lookouts and 
ran in places so secluded that it is 
impossible to get at them before an 
alarm is given. But to return to the 
drift of Mr. Humphreys’ remarks 
upon this snbject. It would seem that 
whilst it is satisfactorily demonstrated 
that the ordinary police arm is not equal 
to the suppression of Chinese games, 
he believes that a small and close­ 
mouthed detective force could ac­ 
complish the purpose of placing them 
nnder a forced contribution to the ex­ 
tent of forty or fifty thousand dollars 
per year, all of which would go into 
the City Treasury in the shape of 
fines. If it will do this, and Mr. 
Humphreys will pave the way to its 
accomplishment he will be a public 
benefactor, and the good, practical]peo- 
ple of this city will stand at his back.

Of tliis list there hail from the 
northern and central counties, exclus­ 
ive of San Francisco, 28 of the num. 
ber. 
From the southern counties 
there are 8 delegates. San Francisco 
has 15 delegates. From Inyo there is 
one, who lives at Visalia. 
The resi­ 
dences of two, the Messrs. Rose and 
Sea well, are not given in the roll. 
Several of the delegates from the 
central counties are known to favor 
Lob Angeles as a place of meeting; 
indeed, so many are of this mind that 
the San Francisco delegates are sup­ 
posed to have the casting vote. Re­ 
ports roach here that Mr. English, 
chairman of the committee, is making 
a fight for Sacramento. This report 
is somewhat hard to credit. 
Los An­ 
geles is the place where the meeting 
shoul 1 be held. 
In days of yore this 
was the banner county of the Califor­ 
nia Democracy. 
We saved the party 
from ignominious defeat in many a 
hard-fought campaign. 
Were it not 
for the s pirited contest made by the 
Democrats of this county in the last 
campaign, the party could not have 
elected one officer. It is true the Re­ 
publican ticket pulled through here 
with a small majority on most of the 
State offices*; but even so, the result 
was a splendid victory for our party 
in this county. The Republicans in all

trial of Jno. A. Dimmig for the m ur­ 
der of Ilenry Benhayon came to an 
end to-day, after lasting nearly four 
weeks, the case being given to the 
jury at 5 :4 5 p .m . 
The court room 
was crowded both at the morning and 
afternoon sessions. The morning was 
occupied with the closing speech of 
attorney D’Arcy for the defence, who 
confined him self to the circumstan 
tiality of the evidence and the de­ 
term ination of the 
detectives and 
prosecution to fix 
the 
crim e ou 
Dimmig. 
Attorney Turn Suden followed. The 
witnesses for the defense had thrown 
an air of m ystery around the case and 
th e prisoner. 
The fact that chlo­ 
roformed linim ent was found re a r the 
body Bhowed that it had been used by 
a tyro, because a person who knew of 
the action of the preparation and 
drugs generally would be aware of the 
fact that it would not operate for half 
an hour after taking, so if the deceas­ 
ed had been poisoned by others he 
would have been given some other 
drug than cyanide of potassium if it 
was intended toavoidconvulsions. On 
question w hether the confession was 
a forgory, experts had disagreed. The 
attorney then attacked the testimony 
of Dr. Harlow, who claimed to have 
Been Dimmig, Mrs. Zeising and Ben­ 
hayon near the house on the night of 
the alleged murder. This testimony 
he considered deliberately false. Dim- 
m ig’s statem ent as to his w hereabouts 
was substantiated by witnesses Ap­ 
pel, Bernstein, Higgins, Dr. Scholl 
and others, while Mrs. ZeiBing’s evi­ 
dence th at she was at home at 10 
o'clock on the night of October 22nd, 
was corroborated by her husband and 
her landlady, Mrs. Rucker.

and

rooms he had given no assumed 
nam e, as would have been the case 
were he criminally minded. 
District Attorney Kirk replied to 
Turn Suden, and the court then read 
th e charge to the jury, the instructions 
being quite voluminous, 
lu regard to 
th e testimony of the w riting experts, 
the jury was instructed th at the evi­ 
dence of the greater num ber of wit­ 
nesses called as experts should not 
overbalance the testimony given by 
th e sm aller num ber because of that 
fact. 
The jury then retired. 


HARD TO SECURE A VERDICT. 
W hen at ten o’clock to-night Judge 
M urphy had Dimmig’s jury brought 
into court and learned th a t they had 
not 
reached 
an 
agreement, 
he 
said: 
“ Then, gentlem en, you will 
have to rem ain during the night. 
It is out of the question to talk about 
discharging you now. This trial has 
been of long duration, and is of great 
im portance. Therefore I will have to 
send you back to the jury-room, and 
I will rem ain at your command up to 
12o’cloek. If by that time you have 
not agreed upon a verdict you will 
rem aiu for the balance of the night.” 
“ You may as well, let us go now, 
for we will never agree,” exclaimed 
one of the jurors, and they according­ 
ly returned to the room. 
It was re­ 
ported th a t the jury stood nine for 
acquittal and three for conviction, 
but th at was not positive. 
Up to 1 :45 a . m . no verdict has been 
reached by the Dimmig jury. It is 
now stated th at if the verdict is agreed 
on to-night, a sealed verdict will be 
returned.

tiuuous stream of people passed over 
the bridge which had been erected in 
the cathedral, and which affords a 
view of the catafalque. 
No person is 
allowed to stop. 


PBINCK WILLIAM IN CHARGE. 
Prince W illiam stood for an hour 
superintending the arrangements and 
giving final orders, at which time 
fifty stalwart guards de corps, dressed 
in showy uniforms and helmets bear­ 
ing Bit ver eagles, all men picked from 
first families, laid flower w reaths at 
the feet of the dead Emperor, and 
then knelt and recited short prayers. 
Prince W illiam ordered that the 
thick white veil, alm ost concealing 
the Em peror’s face be removed. This 
was replaced after the guards had 
taken their fiual look at the dead. 
The same thing was afterwards done 
when contingents of Em peror Wil­ 
liam ’s regiment were present on the 
same sad errand. 
This m orning only artists, photo­ 
graphers, newr paper m en and court 
ladies were adm itted to the cathedral. 


A MOURNFUL ASSEMBLAGE. 
Twenty thousand persons assem­ 
bled at eight o’clock this morning 
awaiting a visit to the cathedral, 
where the rem ains of Em peror Wil­ 
liam are lying in state. Every woman 
wore a crape veil. 
At noon the 
police were compelled to close the 
approaches to the great square in 
front of the castle to prevent the 
crush. 
Many persons were injured 
and some policemen unhorsed in the 
rush, but as a general rule the people 
were orderly.

Tho advanced Conservative news­ 
papers ex press disappointment at what 
they call Em peror Frederick’s effu­ 
sions, considering his views, and say 
that they are antique a n i not corre­ 
sponding with the great questions of to­ 
day.

In defiance of a positive 
m andate of the Supreme Court, the 
people of La Crosse have again taken 
forcible possession of the county rec­ 
ords and moved them from W alnut 
City. Late Saturday afternoon two 
hundred men with fifty-five teams en­ 
tered W alnut City, and driving up to 
the building occupied by the county 
officers, proceeded to load the records, 
safes and all office fixtures into the 
wagons. Tbe crowd was boisterous 
and demonstrative.

guns and revolvers were displayed, 
and the mob declared its intention of 
laying the town in $9hes if any resist­ 
ance was offered. No resistance was 
offered, however, and the records 
were carried away. Representatives 
now propose invoking the aid of the 
Governor and Supreme Court.

Examination of Caines and 
Webb. 


HOW THEY WERE CAPTURED. 


Testimony of Chief Cnddy and 
the 
Detectives 
Who 
Assisted Him. 


This morning Justice Austin’s court­ 
room was crowded with people who 
were interested in the trial of the 
burglars who were captured on the 
29th of last month, while in the act 
of committing burglary on the prem 
isee of Lambourne A Turner, on Al­ 
iso street. The prisoners were rep­ 
resented by Williams, Crawford, Mc­ 
Gregor and Peyton. 
The first witness who was placed 
on the stand was Chief of Police 
Cuddy, who testified to having infor­ 
mation of the intended burglary, and 
arranged for the capture of Caines 
and Webb, who had made proposi 
tions to a member of the Lucas De­ 
tective Agency, and who as soon 
as he was in possession of suffi­ 
cient information to show that they 
were tough customers, and that their 
project would be carried out, informed 
the Chief. 
Chief Cuddy gave an account of his 
taking his own detectives and placing 
them in poeitiou to effect the capture 
at the proper time. He said he had 
made all arrangements with Marsh, 
whom he knew to be upright and 
could trust, to enter into the Duildinj, 
with Caines and Webb. He, himsel 
had been allowed to secret himself in 
the store about 9 o’clock, and before 
the proprietors had shut up. When 
the burglars arrived they spent some 
considerable time in effecting an en­ 
trance, and 
when they succeeded 
they were at once ordered to throw up 
their hands. He is not sure, but 
thought that Caines and Webb enter­ 
ed first and that Marsh followed. He 
deecribed the resistance of Caines and 
Webb, they being overpowered and 
handcuffed, then of his permitting 
Marsh to escape, and his tiring into 
the air to favor the idea that Marsh 
was not connected with the police and 
under the Chief's orders. The an­ 
swers in his cross-examinations were 
only corroborations of the evidence 
given in his statement. The Court 
then took a recess until 1:30 in the 
afternoon. 


A f te r n a o n R ea«lou. 
Before any testimony was taken, 
Counsel Crawford informed the court 
that the evidence in the cases of 
both defendants would conflict, and 
therefore he would withdraw from 
the defense of Webb, but would still 
continue as counsel for Caines. 
Detective W. H. Anble testified : I 
reside in Los Angeles. I am a police 
officer. 1 know the defendants. On 
the evening of the 28th I went to the 
grocery store of Lambourne A Turner, 
on Aliso street, and-1 lay quiet until 
about 1 o’clock, when I heard a noise- 
as if some one was forcing the door, 
and they shortly afterward succeeded. 
Then I heard some one whisper: 
“Now, let us go back for our too1 s.” 
They then came into the store with 
their tools. ' We arrested them and 
we found the tools in their pockets. 
There were three of them entered. 
Officer McKenzie and I took hold of 
Webb. Webb said: ‘This is too bad; 
my store was broken into only a little 
while ago, and now I am caught 
breaking into another store.” I heard 
the report of a gun being fired. It was 
fired off in ft ont of the store. 
When 
we arrested them we ordered them to 
throw up their hands. They did so, 
but afterwards allowed their hands to 
drop. McKenzie struck one of the 
prisoners with his revolver on the 
head, fearing that the prisoner was 
endeavoring to get his gun. The third 
C 
y was a small man. I did not see 
but have been told since who he 
was. The two large men entered 
first, and the small man followed. 
There was no light in the back of the 
store where we were. I am not mis­ 
taken about the two large men enter­ 
ing first. 
Officer McKenzie testified: I am 
a police officer and assisted in the 
arrest of Caines and Webb. We went 
to Nob. 29 and 31, Aliso street, and 
took our positions in the store about 9 
o’clock p . 
m . amongst some, boxes. 
Webb and Caines entered first and 
the little man who escaped was in the 
rear. Auble and I tackled Webb and 
he made the same remarks to me that 
he did to Auble. I examined the 
door afterwards and found the screws 
had been forced out. 
Cross-examined: They tried to get 
their hands to their pockets to get 
their revolvers. 
Officer T. Donahue testified: I was 
told by the Chief to station myself in 
the store of Lambourne & Turner, as 
he expected it to be burglarized. I 
hit 
Caines 
over 
the head with 
my gun 
as 
he 
put down his 
hands. 
Shortly after 
the small 
man broke and ran. 
The Chief 
shouted, 
“There 
he goes!” and 
shot at him. I shot also but did not 
hit him as he was twenty or thirty 
yard* away. I heard afterwards that 
the man that got away was arrested 
by the Sheriff. I did not know who 
he was until two or three days later 
and then did not try to arrest him, 
as I knew he was acting in conjunc­ 
tion with the police officers. 
This ended the testimony and the 
counsel for the defence offered no evi­ 
dence. His Honor held the defend­ 
ants to answer the charge of burg­ 
lary with bail fixed in the sum of 
12600 each, and they were committed 
in default. As the prisoners walked 
away up Second street Webb’s wife 
fainted and was carried into the 
police station. She soon, however, 
recovered and proceeded to her home.
